Anew use; but it) must be borne 
in mind that a fuse does not blow 
without good reason, 

It is nearly always due to a 
faulty connection in the circuit, 
and more often than not that the 
point is one or other of the hattery 
ierninals to whieh the main caves 
aue secured, ° 

A corroded of 
wives rise to a high resixtance in 
the Dynamo: circuit and when thie 
resistance rises above a certain 
maximum, determined .by the eq 
petty of ‘the fuse wire, the jatter 
will “Blow.” It may not give out 
for several months, ‘unless on some 
occasion the engine is run ata high

Admittedly the change from first 
to second speed, or vice versa is 
generally the one which gives 
drivers, most trouble ‘and causes 
more noise than any other: but, 
although things in the direction 
may be normally bad, there is ‘no 
reason why they should be. worse 
than necessary, and most asyurcly 
that state is encouraged when 
lubrication of the clutch spigot is 
neglected or inefficient. 

Another cause of stripped gears 
in change-specd boxes is an impro- 
perly adjusted clutch stop or 
clutch, ‘brake. When changing 
from low speed to a high one the 
R.P M. of the: clutch shaft must 
be reduced, and, if the clutch is a 
heavy one, a stop-or brake should 
he fitted .and so adjusted that it 
tends to press upon and slow down 
the clutch and its shaft when tho 
clutch pedal is depressed; More- 
over, it should have that effect be- 
fore the pedal is complete!y- do- 
pressed, so that there may be a 
margin for wear, and render very 
frequent adjustments unnecessary.
